Paving work park of 
larger Route 38 plan

TEWKSBURY — Construc- 
tion delays and road clo- 
sures on Route 38 into Wil- 
mington are just the begin- 
‘ ning-of a major roadway 
renovation that will finally 
- address the conditions along 
the*state highway in Tewks- 
bury. 

‘Kor years, residents have 
complained about the ap- 
pearance of Route 38, the 
maim thoroughfare in town. 
However, most are unaware 
that it is a Massachusetts 
state. road, and as such, 
under the control of the 
Massachusetts Department 
of. Transportation. The town 
is not. responsible for, nor 
mandated or funded to 
maintain, this road despite 
the complaints of residents. 
' “Many residents are una- 
ware that Route 38 is a state 
highway,” said Board of Sel- 
ectman Chair Mark Krat- 
man, noting that he receives 
numerous complaints. 

“The town is unfairly criti- 
cized for a road and side- 
walks over which it has no 
jurisdiction,” he said. 

Selectman Todd Johnson 
‘added, “Improvements to 
Tewksbury's Route 38 was 
established as one of the 
board's top priorities a few 
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years ago,” and notes the 
town has not received atten- 
tion from the state on this 
matter until quite recently. 

Through a request made by 
Tewksbury’s state legislative 
delegation at the request of 
the Board of Selectmen, 
residual MassDOT budget 
funds that must be. spent in 
2017 were requested for the 
specific use of paving the 
southern end of Route 38 
from the Wilmington town 
line to South Street. Accor- 
ding to a letter sent by the 
office of Senator Barbara 
Litalien, the “highly traf- 
ficked corridor is commer- 
cially significant” and would 
be an ideal candidate for the 
monies given that “no design 
or complex planning” is re- 
quired. The project would 
complement other roadwork 
planned for Route 38 the let- 
ter explains. 

According to Kratman, the 
work ties into another project 
#608346 which is scheduled to 
begin in FY 2019. The scope 
of work for that project 
includes improvements to the 
intersections of Main Street 
at South Street, Main Street 
at Salem Road, and South 
Street at Salem Road, as well 
as the roadways between and 
a few hundred feet beyond 
each intersection. The im- 
provements include geomet- 
ric modifications to each 
intersection, pavement reha- 
bilitation, sidewalks, traffic 
signals, signs, pavement 
markings, landscaping, light- 
ing and drainage modifica- 
tions. 

The proposed cross section 
will include two travel lanes, 
two sidewalks and dedicated 
bicycle lanes.

Free mosquito spraying 
available for residents

WILMINGTON — Free 
mosquito spraying by 
Central Mass Mosquito 
Control Project is avail- 
able all summer to Wil- 
mington property owners 
upon request. 

CMMCP will assess the 
property before spraying 
and educate the owners 
on how to reduce larval 
and adult mosquito popu- 
lations. 

Kim Mytych, senior 
clerk at the Wilmington 
Heath Department said, 
“They educate you on 
how to keep the mosqui- 
tos down: keep your lawn 
cut, any standing water, 
still water, anything like 
that, they go over all of 
that with you.” 

CMMCP stresses that 
understanding how mos- 
quitos reproduce and the 
environment they thrive 


in is important to preven- 
ting them. 

“Educating the public 
about mosquitos and their 
biology is an important 
aspect of the project’s pro- 
gram,” the website states. 
“Mosquito activity around 
the home can be reduced 
significantly by decreas- 
ing the amount of stand- 
ing water available for lar- 
val mosquito habitat.” 

This means cleaning 
clogged roof gutters an- 
nually, turning over kid- 
die pools and wheelbar- 
rows, putting fish in any 
ornamental pools, and 
drilling holes in the bot- 
toms of recycling bins. 

Mytych requests her own 
property to be sprayed 
every two weeks and has 
seen a significant differ- 
ence this year. 

“T use it at my own house 
and I’m already seeing a 
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home itself or a picture of a 
family meal or a child’s 
graduation, it is all relevant.

Rep. Miceli, legislature pass FY18 budget

$250k in FY18 budget: 
for restoration center 


BOSTON - — _ State 
Senator Barbara 
Ultalien (D- 2nd Essex 
& Middlesex District) 
and Middlesex Sheriff 
Peter J. Koutoujian 
announced the Legis- 
lature has appropriated 
$250,000 in the FY2018 
budget for the first year 
of a pilot program to es- 


tablish a _ restoration 
center in Middlesex 
County. 


Senator Ken Donnelly 
originally sponsored the 
budget request prior to 
his passing in April of 
this year. 

The restoration center 
would provide greater 
opportunity for law en- 
forcement and_ the 
courts to divert those 
with mental illness 
and/or substance use 
disorders away from the 
criminal justice system 
prior to arrest or adjudi- 


eation. The center 
would help support 
ongoing law en- 


forcement diversionary 
efforts in nearly two- 
dozen Middlesex com- 
munities while also 
expanding the commu- 
nity capacity for treat- 
ment. 

“I filed this budget am- 
endment, historically 
supported by my late col- 
league Senator Ken Don- 
nelly, because mental 
health and addiction 
should be treated as a 
public health issue,” said 
Sen. Uitalien. “Instead of 
criminalizing the disease 
of addiction, we must 
treat the victims of the 
opioid crisis — which is 
hitting Middlesex County 
particularly hard — with 
rehabilitation and sup- 
port.”

This is 
a’ preat way to earn extra 
spending money or to save 
for later. Here are a few tax 
tips for taxpayers with a 
summer job: 

® Withholding and Estima- 
ted Tax. Students and teen- 
age employees normally 
have taxes withheld from 
their paychecks by their 
employer. Some workers are 
considered _ self-employed 
and may be responsible for 
paying taxes directly to the 
IRS. One way to do that is by 
making estimated tax pay- 
ments during the year. 

"© New Employees. When a 
person gets a new job, they 
need to fill out a Form W-4, 
Employee’s Withholding Al- 
‘lowance Certificate. Employ- 
vers use this form to calculate 
‘how much federal income 
‘tax to withhold from the 
employee’s pay. The IRS 
Withholding Calculator tool 
“on IRS.gov can help a tax- 
payer fill out this form. 
; ° Self-Employment. A tax- 
payer may perform certain 
types of jobs that might be 
‘considered self-employment. 
Money earned from self- 
employment is taxable. Self- 
employment work can be 
jobs like baby-sitting or lawn 
are. Keep good records on 
money received and expenses 
paid related to the work. The 
IRS may allow some, if not 
all, expenses associated with 
Self-employment to be de- 
ducted. A tax deduction gen- 
erally reduces the amount of 
re you pay. 
re Tip Income. Employees 


should report their tip in- 
come. Keep a daily log to 
accurately report tips. Re- 
port tips of $20 or more 
received in cash in any sin- 
gle month to your employer. 

¢ Payroll Taxes. Taxpayers 
may earn too little from 
their summer job to owe in- 
come tax. Employers usual- 
ly must withhold Social 
Security and Medicare taxes 
from their pay. If a taxpayer 
is self-employed, then Social 
Security and Medicare taxes 
will be due and are general- 
ly paid by the taxpayer. 

e Newspaper Carriers. 
Special rules apply to a 
newspaper carrier or a dis- 
tributor. If a person meets 
certain conditions, then they 
are self-employed. If the tax- 
payer does not meet those 
conditions, and is under age 
18, then he or she may be 
exempt from Social Security 
and Medicare taxes. 

¢ ROTC Pay. If a taxpayer 
is in a ROTC program, ac- 
tive duty pay, such as pay 
for summer advanced camp, 
is taxable. Other allowances 
the taxpayer may receive 
may not be taxable. See IRS 
Publication 3 for details. 

¢ Use IRS Free File. Tax- 
payers can prepare and e-file 
their federal income tax 
return for free using the IRS 
Free File available on 
IRS.gov. Some taxpayers may 
not earn enough money to 
have to file a federal tax 
return, but may want to if 
taxes were withheld. For ex- 
ample, a taxpayer may want 
to file a tax return because 
they would be eligible for a 
tax refund or a refundable 
credit. IRS Free File can help 
with these issues.

Summertime is a time of 
year when people rent out 
their property. In addition 
to the standard clean up 
and maintenance, owners 
need to be aware of the tax 
implications of residential 
and vacation home rentals. 

Receiving money for the 
use of a dwelling also used 
as a taxpayer’s personal 
residence generally re- 
quires reporting the rental 
income on a tax return. It 
also means certain expens- 
es become deductible to 
reduce the total amount of 
rental income that's sub- 
ject to tax. 

Dwelling Unit. This may 
be a house, an apartment, 
condominium, mobile 
home, boat, vacation home 


or similar property. It's 
possible to use more than 
one dwelling unit as a resi- 
dence during the year. 

Used as a Home. The 
dwelling unit is considered 
to be used as a residence if 
the taxpayer uses it for 
personal purposes during 
the tax year for more than 
the greater of: 14 days or 10 
percent of the total days 
rented to others at a fair 
rental price. Rental ex- 
penses cannot be more 
than the rent received. 

Personal Use. Personal 
use means use by the own- 
er, owner’s family, friends, 
other property owners and 
their families. Personal 
use includes anyone paying 
less than a fair rental 
price.

entrance, and quickly once 
inside visitors are greeted 
by the penguins, 80 of them, 
occupying the entire lower 
level, hopping on rocks, 
swimming and squawking 
about. When we visited, 
aquarium staff were scrub- 
bing the rocks, feeding 
smelts to the birds, and 
making observations and 
making notes. The exhibit is 
authentic in odor as well, as 
an aside. 

The enormous tank, around 
which the four-story building 
is constructed, holds 200,000 
gallons of sea water and has 
sharks, sea turtles, eels, fish 
and crustaceans. During our 
visit, the occupants were in

the process of being fed by a 
team of three divers, a prac- 
tice which ensures safety as 
well as an assurance that no 
one eats anyone else. 

As visitors ascend the 
ramp encircling the tank, 
different fish can be viewed, 
and nooks and crannies of 
the simulated Caribbean 
coral structure reveal their 
hidden treasures. 

The tank is open at the top 
and interpreters answer 
questions from the audience 
and explain aspects of the 
recreated ocean ecosystem. 
Exhibit tanks line the walls 
of the aquarium, showcasing 
species from New England 
waters and those from envi- 
ronments all around the 
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globe. The aquarium has a 
renowned ocean exploration 
operation and works in con- 
junction with the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution on 
Cape Cod, among other 
agencies. The aquarium is 
focused on conservation and 
rehabilitation of ocean crea- 
tures and shies away from 
animal shows or perform- 
ance-based exhibits. 

There is a popular touch 
tank which encourages visi- 
tors to get close to rays and 
small epaulette sharks and 
makes sea creatures acces- 
sible. Throughout the aquar- 
ium there is a clear hope to 
convey a respect and under- 
standing of our neighbors in 
the deep.

Resident Sheri Bouchie 
mentioned the ever present 
eoncern that is traffic. 

- “How much traffic is this 
going.to cause? The street is 
already narrow, so you’re

has now. I think we need to 
know; specifically, how 
they’re going to address all 
four directions of the inter- 
section,” she said.

I would also argue 
maybe it would make sense 
to propose a gas station 
there, but we have nine 
already in a very small 
town, do we really need a 
tenth? I don’t think so, I 
think we have plenty of 
options as resident of the 
town to go to nine other gas 
stations to fill up our cars.” 

The representatives from 
Global who were present at 
the meeting said that this 
would be the first gas sta- 
tion of its kind in the area. 

“We have taken the tradi- 
tional gas station down to 
the foundation and built it 
back up,” said Global’s Sen- 
ior Vice President of Real 


Estate and Development 
Larry Strain. “We have 
engaged some of the best 
industry experts to date 
with some of the best de- 
signers to date to help us in 
creation of this new busi- 
ness model. This is more 
than just a traditional gas 
station, this was built with 
the consumers mind in 
place.” 

While the majority of the 
20 or so residents who spoke 
at the meeting were against 
the proposal, two residents 
spoke in its favor. 

“T don’t have a problem 
with this project. This prop- 
erty is close to my heart, 
like I said I grew up there, 
my dad lived there for 
years. I think it’s a great 
idea, I think it can’t hurt the 
town, I think it will help the 
tax base for the town, and I 
think it’s been well thought 
out and designed,” said 
Paul Fiorenza. 

“J think improvement is 
always a good thing,” said 
Robin Macdonald, also not- 
ing that the competition it 


would create with the Mo- 
bile gas station across the 
street would not be a bad 
thing and neither would 
having another place to get 
a bite to eat. 

“Everybody always comes 


down on _ development, 
sometimes it’s not a bad 
thing.”
